FIGHT TO BR NATIONAL. 


An all-American crusade to resist unwar- 
ranted Advances in freight rates and compel 
the railroads to cease reclassiflcations that 
have extorted millions of dollars from mer- 
chants and manufacturers hag been begun 
by the shippers. 

The idea originated in Chicago, and the first 
step was taken here, but it is planned to have 
the movement spread throughout the coun- 
try. The movement will be as widespread and 


the shipperg will retaliate against the rail- 
roads by joining together in an insistent de- 
mand for @ general reduction of freight 
rates 


Raising Rates by Reclassification. 

The shippers declare that for the last 
three or four years the railroads have been 
raising their rates gradually through re- 
classification, putting commodities in higher 
classes, adding millions of dollars to their 
treasuries. But where the shoe pinches 
most is that since the railroads have banded 
together to stop rebate paying, the shippers 
have had to pay higher rates, because it is 
general'y conceded both by shippers and 
railroaus that almost every shipper formerly 
got some sort of a rebate. 

The coneentrated effort for a general re- 
duction of rates is to be brought about 
through the reorganization of the American 
Shippers’; association, which formerly was 
organized through the efforts of the Illinois 
Manufacturers’ association for the purpose 
of getting a uniform bill of lading. This 
matter is now pending before congress, and 
also: before an arbitration committee com- 
posed of railroad officials and shippers. 


Move Started by W. B. Conkey. 

The initiative for this new movement is 
due to W. B Conkey, president of the asso- 
ciation, who sent the following letter to all 
members of the executive committee, calling 
a meeting for May 4: 

“Tt is ‘regarded as desirable that there 
should be a meeting of the executive com- 
mittee of the American Shippérs’ association 
at an early date, and I would like to know if 
it would de agreeable for you to attend a 
meeting in Chicago, Friday, May 4, The re- 
lations between the carriers and shippers are 
such that it seems imperative that the re- 
organization of the American Shippers’ asso- 

ciation be preceeded with, regardless of the 
uniform bill of lading controversy. 

„ During the last few years freight rates 
have been advancing steadily, either by di- 
rect increase or by change of classification, 
ot by withdrawal of rebates. The withdrawal 
of the rebate system has added millions of 
dollars to the treasuries of the carriers, and 
now that all shippers are practically on the 
game basis, so far as the published schedules 
ar- concerned, the question has been raised 
as to the advisability of starting an agitation 
for a general reduction in freight rates. 
Every move on the part of the carriers since 
the community of interest plan has been 
adopted has been to curtail the privileges of 
the shippers, and a more grasping disposi- 
tion has been manifested. It is important, 
therefore, that our plans be outlined and our 
work commenced.” 


How Rates Have Been Raised. 
“Two or three years ago,” said J. Muck 
Glenn, secretary of the Illinois Manufactur- 
ers’ association, “ when rebate paying 
stopped, the railroads—I refer to the eastern 
railroads especially—started in to boost their 
freight rates. They did this in two ways, 
by putting things in higher classes and by 
raising the actual rates. It all resulted in 
bringing more money to their pockets. Now 
I see that the railroads are complaining that 
some shippers have tried to defraud them by 
shipping commodities in the wrong class— 
‘false billing they call it.“ Well, I want to 
say that if that has been going on, it has gen- 
erally been with the full knowledge and con- 
sent of the railroads. 

“The brunt of the increased rates falls on 
the western merchants. Most of the manu- 
factured articles and imports bought in the

Union Traction had to make. W. W. Gurley, 
general counsel for the Union Traction, got 
back here from Washington yesterday, 
where he had put the tunnel proposition up 
to Secretary Taft with the aid of Mayor 
Dunne and Walter L. Fisher, but feeling 
that they rather had made a mess of it. 

Altogether, the result of the New York 
conference seems to have been to make a 
worse tangle out of the Chicago traction 
situation than it was before.’ 


What Union Traction Will Do. 

The proposition the Union Traction com- 
pany made to Mr. Blair, representing the 
undeflying companies, was that it would put 
the North and West Chicago corporations 
exactly where they stood when the Union 
Traction took hold. In other words, it denies 
the claim of the underlying companies that 
it owes them approximately $8,350,000, It 
acknowledges a debt of its own of $1,400,000. 
It is willing to pay that and also pay what 
legitimate debts it has incurred on account 
of the underlying companies, which are fow 
charged up to them. 

It says it is willing, if the underlying com- 

panies do not want to accept these condi- 
tions, to turn over to them all betterments 
it has put on the property. Then if the under 
lying companies want to take the property 
over and run it themselves they are wel- 
come to. 
The point is, however, where are they going 
to get the money to do it with? It has 
been said for some time that if the un- 
derlying companies finally broke with the 
Union Traction that Chicago City and the 
Morgan interests back of it would finance the 
underlying companies for the rehabilitation 
of their lines. Mr. Mitten, however, refused 
to talk about that matter tonight, and left 
for Buffalo on an evening train. 


Holds Trump, Card in Reserve, 

The Union Traction company has got a 
card up its sleeve which it thinks will bring 
the underlying companies to time. It al- 
ready owns if not a majority something near 
a majority of West Chicago stock. It would 
be a comparatively simple matter to buy 
enough more for a majority. It could come 
pretty near doing the same thing with North 
Chicago stock. Anybody who wanted to go 
out with ready money could get both stocks 
pretty cheaply. They have no real market 
value just now. 

That is the reason why the Union Traction 
people are telling the underlying companies 
that they must abandon their lawsuit and 
work in double harness or else run their 
properties to suit themselves. 

The tunnel proposition seems to be in a 
worse condition than ever. Mr. Guriey put 
the situation in these words tonight: 
„Mayor Dunne, Mr. Fisher, and myseif 
went before the secretary of war yesterday 
and laid our case to him.

“THE MAN WITH A COUGH” 
ONCE MORE COUGHS AT LARGE. 


Former Daring Confederate Spy, Dead 
Game Sport, and Notorious Crook 
Released from Indiana Prison. 


Michigan City, Ind., April 17—{Special }— 
“The man with a cough,” Col. A. B. Ward, 
one time confederate army officer and daring 
spy, one of the men sent north to burn New 
York City during the civil war, was released 
from ytate prison here today. 

Ward is one of the last of the old time 
confidence men. Born near Indianapolis of 
wealthy parents seventy-three years ago, he 
was cast off by his family because of too high 
living. Later in Washington, D. C., he killed 
an army officer and fled south, where at the 
outbreak of the rebellion he enlisted in the 
confederate army. 

The second year of the war he was sent 
north to burn New York City, and was ar- 
rested while applying the torch to the Astor 
house. Sentenced to be hanged, he devoted 
himself to the care of confederate prisoner 


Lincoln pardonéd him. 

After the war Ward ran a packet on the 
Mississippi river, which was fitted up lavish- 
ly, and numbered among its patrons the big- 
gest gamblers in the United States. He 
later went to New York, and on one occasion 
broke Phil Daly's gambling house, winning 
over $30,000 in one night. 

Ward's health gradually slipped away, and 
he todk to forging checks, and he has served 
more than a score of terms in prison during 
the last forty years. He got the title, “ the 
man with a cough,” several years ago, when 
he secured a pardon from a southern prison 
by coughing and affecting tuberculosis. 
Since then he has regarded his cough as his 
principal stock in trade.

| shall be made by a straight plurality vote. 
The measure contains no provision for the 
selection of delegates to conventions. 

For the framing of party platforms it is 
provided that state, congressional, and sena- 
torial candidates of the various parties shall 
meet at Springfield within fifteen days of the 
primaries at which they have been success- 
ful and there draw up a party declaration of 
principles to serve as a platform in the cam- 
paign. 

The democratic bill does not apply to town- 
ship or school district officers and only ap- 
plies to cities if they adopt it. 


Other Bills in Preparation. 

In addition to the democratic bill, seve 
others are in preparation and one is com- 
pleted. It is backed by the republicans who 
make their headquarters at the St. Nicholas 
hotel, including many of the old Sherman 
organization in the house. This measure is 
almost a duplicate of the Chicago law, and 
does not allow a vote on candidates at all, 
providing merely, for a vote for delegates to 
state, county, senatorial, and congressional 
conventions, which are left with full authori- 
ty to make nominations.

MURDEROUS ATTACK ON PEDDLER 
BY YOUNG RUFFIANS. 


Alec Vurdahas First Is Pelted with 
Stones, Then Is Mortally Wounded 
by Bullet Fired by One of'His A 
sallantse—Woman Witness Declares 
Assault Was Unprovoked—Slayer of 
Joseph Clarett Confeases, Ending 
Terror in the Black Belt. 


Another murder by young hoodlums who 
have been running at large in the city of 
Chicago will be the result of an attack made 
last night on a Greek peddier, who was shot 
in the back near the spine and at midnight 
lay at the point of death in St. Blizabeth’s 
hospital 


Alec Vurdahes, 260 West Polk street, was 
the victim. He recovered consciousness at 
the hospital sufficiently to make a statement 
of the shooting to Inspector Shippy. 

He had driven his wagon under the Chicago 
and Northwestern viaduct at Blanche and 
Noble streets when eight.or ten fuffians, none 
more than 18 years old, began thro 
stones at him. He whipped up his horse in 
an effort to eseape, but the wagon had not 
moved more than twenty feet when he was 


shot. 

Woman Tells of Shooting. 
Heut. Maloney of the Rawson street police 
station had difficulty in finding witnesses to’: 
the shooting. Several persons were found 
who saw boys running away from the scene, 
but only one woman could be found who saw 
the shooting and she was unable to describe 
the boy with the revolver. She said the 
shooting was unprovoked. 
Trouble between péddlers and the boys in 
the neighborhood has been frequent. Last 
week a peddier struck one of the boys and 
cut his head. The peddiers have complained 
to the police that they frequently have been 
made the targets for stones. 
Detectives were sent out to arrest the boys 
known to lodf in the neighborhood. One boy 
already is under arrest, but the police refuse 
to divulge his name. 


Slayer of Clarett Confesses. | 
Unrest in the negro district near Forty- 
third street and Cottage Grove avenue, where 
@ race war was feared on account of the mur- 
der of Joseph Clarett Sunday evening, sub- 
sided yesterday was the confession of WIII- 
iam H. Norris, who told the police he was 
the man who cut Clarett’s throat. Norris 
lives at 8610 State street, and when it was 
learned that the murderer was no longer 
sought in their neighborhood scores of ne- 
groes who had gone to the Dearborn avenue 
and West Lake street districts returned to 
their homes. a 
The first confession of complicity in the 
crime was made by Aurelius Davis, employed 
at 1827 Wabash avenue. Davis was arrested 
late Monday night and implicated Norris in 
hie first confession. 


Woman Insulted by Negroes. 
The story told by the two men was that 
they had ioitered a moment in the alley near 
Clarett’s house at 238 Forty-third street and 
that Clarett had attacked them with a club 
and pursued them through the alley to Forty- 
second street. When he overtook the two men 
Norris turned and almost severed his head 
from his body with a single slash of a razor. 
Clarett’s action is explained in part by the/ 
fact that his wife had been insulted by ne- 
groes several weeks before and that he hag 
threatened to drive away any who loitered 
near his house, 
The negro’s story of the affair is accepted 
as plausible by the police, and they will aban- 
don any further attempt to establish the 
theory of a conspiracy to murder Clarett, 
which they first worked upon.

They may have deserved death, but 
it was death at the hands of the law and no 
by a mob. We have a government by la 
and not by mobs. Murder and criminal as- 
sault are punishable by death in. this state, 
a failure of justice in the case of the latter 
crime is unknown. 


Mob Inhuman and Cowardly. | 
The action of the Springfield mob was 
dastardly, cruel, inhuman, and cowardly. 
Those who would condone the action of the 
mob speak of the killing of a negro by young 
Peters at Springfield last night. In this 
case Peters was attacked by the negro and 
he shot to save his life and the honor of the 
lady he was escorting. His act was cour- 
ageous and was entirely blameless in the 
eyes of the law. Conscious of the righteous- 
ness of what he had done he went to the 
authorities and gave. himself up. He was 
promptly and properly discharged. 
“If the members of the mob think they 
did a manly thing why do they not bravely 
give themselves up and have the law take 
ite course as to them? Instead of this, after 
com mit this diabolical crime against the 
honor of the state they slunk cowardly away 
into the darkness. No one will dare admit 
publicly his connection with the infamous 
proceeding, 
“But t they thought they were merely 
putting to death three negroes, they were 
| mistaken; They aimed at the assassination 
of the state of Migsouri, and ineulted the 
majesty of the law. If such conduct be tol- 
erated it will lead to anarchy. It takes many 
years to make a civilized, law abiding man 
out of a savage. It only takes a few minutes 
to make a savage out of a civilized man.” 


Race Bitterness at Springfield. 
Springfield, Mo., April 17.—The racial feel- 
ing here Was intensified this morning by the 
discovery that some one, supposed to be 
a negro, fired two bullets eatly this morning 
into the house of S. P. Fielder, a traveling 
man. Fielder is the father of Ollie Fielder, 
the young woman whom Leslie Peters was 
escarting home last night when attacked by 
two negroes, He shot and killed one of them. 
No one Was hurt, but the family became 
panic stricken. Mr.Fielder was away at the 
time, and the fact of the shooting did not 
become known till today, when it added to 
the excited feeling against the negroes. 
Leslie Peters was acquitted by a Goroner’s 
jury today. The acquittal met with unani- 
mous approyal. Many of the ne s here 
say that they are glad that Burns was killed.

Companion and Two Ex- 
pire Together. 


The last act in the life of Anthony Mopat, 
a Panhandle railroad detective, killed last 
night on the company’s tracks, apparently 
was an attempt to aid a companion who also 
met death when a train struck the two men. 
The bodies of Mopat and of H. K. Henklie, 4 
flagman, were found near the West Forty- 
third street crossing of the railroad. 

Switchmen saw Mopat and Henkle talking 
together at 7 o'clock. They were standing at 
the Forty-third street crossing. Half an 
hour later their bodies were found lying 
some distance north of the street. Apparent- 
ly the men had been struck by @ north bound 
freight train which had thrown them before 
it and to one side of the tracks. 

An investigation disclosed a bloody trail, 
leading from fifty feet north of where the 
men lay. Mopat's legs were cut off below the 
knees and Henkle's head was nearly severed. 
The latter, therefore must have been killed 
inatamtly. The conclusion of the police and 
railroad men was that Mopat, who was much 
younger than his companion, had been thrown 
farther to the north.

Rose Benton and her husband, Richard Ben- 
ton, alas “Jeff Davis,“ members of the 
Longpré gang of forgers, in whose interest 
Charles Gilhooley and Tommle Wagner 
were supposed to have beaten Charles White, 
a fellow prisoner in the county jail, were sen- 
tenced to the penitentiary yesterday for 
forgery. A sealed verdict finding them guilty 
was returned in Judge Kavanagh's court in 
the morning. 

Immediately after the reading of the ver- 
dict Judge Kavanagh took up the attack on 
White, which occurred Monday afternoon in 
the corridor of the jail. Wagner, who has 
been awaiting trial on the charge of larceny, 
confessed the attack and was sentenced to 
@ year in the county jall for contempt 
court. The testimony of Jail Guards Hugelet 
and Harry Donnelly exonerated Gilhooley. 
Wagner would not admit that he was hired 
by Benton to slug White in revenge for the 
action of the latter in confessing to his know]l- 
edge of forgeries of pay checks of the Illinois 
Steel company aggregating $18,000. 

Later in the day David Feeley, brother of 
Edward Feeley, was given a-sentence of six 
months in the county jail for contempt of 
court in addition to a term of one year in thé 
house of correction for larceny. Feeley was 
accused of aiding in the attack on White. 
The sentence to the bridewell is to be served 
first. Feeley will then be taken to the county 
jail to serve the six months for contempt. 

Seven persons were concerned in the 
making and passing of the checks by means 
of which the merchants of South Chicago 
were victimized. Louis Longpré, Mrs. 
Longpré, and George Grant pleaded guilty. 
Harry Grant was held to the Juvenile court. 
Charles White confessed and has not been 
given a trial.

FARM LOANS: NOT POPULAR 
WITH BIG LIFE COMPANIES. 


More Light Thrown on Investments 
of Northwestern Mutual by Wis- 
consin Investigation. 


Milwaukee, Wis., April 17.—More light was 
thrown on the investments of the surplus 
funds of the Northwestern Mutual Life In- 
surance company today by the legislative 
committee. 

Figures were produced showing that the 
company had decreased its farm mortgage 
investment in Wisconsin from $1,400,000 in 
1896 to about $700,000 in 1905. In some other 
states, however, there had been a doubling 
of the investments in farm mortgages. 4 
map was shown which indicated that the 
company invested in farm mortgages in @ 
‘limited number of Wisconsin counties. Some 
of the richest counties, such as La Crosse, 
Trempealeau, and Vernon, were omitted from 
the list of counties from which mortgages 
were being received. 

President Paimer testified that the bond 
holdings of the company, both railway and 
municipal, were in round figures $80,000,000. 
The annual income of the company was 4.74 
per cent on all investments, a decrease of 2.16 
per cent in a period of twenty years.

Kaneas City, Mo., April 17.—In the United 
States District court here today Judge Smith 
McPherson of Iowa sustained the demurrers 
of the government to the immunity pleas 
filed by the Chicago and Alton railway;

THE DIVORCE DECISION. 

The Supreme court of the United States 
has decided that divorcees obtained in a 
state which does not have jurisdiction over 
both parties are not enforceable outside the 
state granting them. The decision is a five 
to four one. A change in the personnel of 
the court may result some day in the mi- 
nority of the court becoming the majority. 


In the meantime the law is as the five jus- | 


tices have declared it, and the divorce in- 
dustry of South Dakota and some other 
accommodating states has been hurt. 

The decision is likely to lessen the num- 
ber of fraudulent or cbllusive divorces, It 
will no longer answer the purpose, when a 
married couple agree to be divorced, for one 
of them to go to another state and get a 
residence and a decree there. They must 
both go and acquire a residence to make the 
decree valid. In a great number of the 
divorce cases which havs been heard in the 
Chicago courts one of the parties has been 
outside their jurisdiction. In many in- 
stances the ground assigned for divorce has 
been desertion. The plaintiff has alleged 
that the whereabouts of the defendant were 
unknown. After notice by publication 
a decree has been obtained by default, even 
when the defendant wae a nonresident. 
Hereafter such divorces will be enforceable 
in Illinois but not elsewhere. 

There are cases where the Supreme court 
ruling will work hardship. A woman living 
in New York has a husband who deserts 
her. She loses all track of him. She comes 


ta Lllinois and gets what she could not in 


New. York—a divorce for desertion. She 
cannot bring him before an Illinois court 
for she does not know where he is. If she 
marries again she will do it with the pos- 
sibility of his reappearing to attack the 


validity of her marriage. 


The rétroactive effect of the decision is 
what strikes some persons most forcibly. 
It is said it will invalidate 100,000 mar- 
riages and bastardize 20,000 children. So 
it might, perhaps, if somebody were to make 
a stir about each of these illegal marriages. 
Most of them will pass unnoticed and un- 
questioned. Attention will only be called to 
cases where the principals are conspicuous, 
or where it is worth while for property rea- 
sons to challenge the validity of a marriage, 
There will undoubtedly be some confusion 
and litigation. Questions of legitimacy and 
of heirship will be raised. 

It may be that the effect of the decision 
will be to revive the demand for a national 
marriage and divorce law. But that will 


require am amendment to the constitution, 


which it will take years to get if it can be 
got. “I do not suppose,” said Justice 
Holmes, one of the minority justices, “ that 
civilization will come to an end whichever 
way this case is decided.” Probably the 
consequences of the decision will not be so 
startling for good or il] as some persons 
seem to assume. It may be necessary to 
wait a year or so to learn its practical effect. 


THE SENATE FOR ROOSEVELT. 


The suggestion comes froni Washington 
that President Roosevelt has an ambi- 
tion to represent New York in the United 
States senate after he has completed his 
term of service in the White house. The 
idea certainly is laudable, and, with Sena- 
tors Platt and Depew both ready to give 
up public life, there will be opportunities 
for the president to secure election either 
in 1909 or in 1911. The oft asked qnes- 
tion, “ What shall We do with our er- 
presidents?” has increased importance 
just now, when there is every prospect 
that Mr, Roosevelt, an active, energetic, 
forceful, and valuable statesman, will 
retire from the high office when only a 
little past 50 years of age. 

Dach of the first five presidents was 
66 when his term of office’ expired, and 
it was natural that, at such an age, the 
idea should become established that an 
ex-president should Ive in retirement a 
life of ease with dignity. But when the 
sixth president, John Quincy Adams, at 
62, faced the prospect of being laid upon 
the shelf while he felt himself strong and 
vigorous, he could not endure the thought. 
The opportunity came to secure a seat 
in the house of representatives, and, being 
elected, he seryed in that capacity until 
his death in the harness, giving to the 
country for eighteen years the benefit of 
his wide experience in diplomacy, in the 
eabinet, in the senate, and in the presi- 
dent’s chair. If there were those who

MARKING SCHOOLTEACHERS. ! 

The city of Chicago employs about 5,500 
e average number of 
pupils per teacher in the elementary grades 
is about forty-seven. The board of educa- 
tion represents the parents of the forty- 
seven children in selecting a teacher Who 
shall be eompetent to look after the educa- | ag 
tion of the little ones. Some of the less 
efficient teachers: regard their own financial 
Interests as the chief question in the ad- 
ministration of the publi¢ schools, The 
school board has | hitherto considered the 
forty-seven as more important than the one. 
An effort is being made to induce the board 
to change its policy. It should not. suc- 
The point of attack is the system of mark- 
ing the efficiency of teachers as tested by 
the daily work of the classroom, with the 
privilege, dependent upon a fair rate of 
efficiency, of nn pecapetion by exami- 
nation. 

No written test | ean be an 3 crite- 
rion of the value of a teacher to the public 
schools. It is possible that a candidate fer 
appointment as teacher may pass an ex- 
amination with a high gratle and yet prove 
a failure as a teacher. It is possible for a 
teacher to improve or to deteriorate. In 
1885 the plan was adopted in Chicago of 
requiring principajs to report monthly the 
grade of work being done by the teachers in 
their schools. After fifteen years the plan 
was changed to a semi-annual marking of 
the teachers. A teacher whose mark is 
above 80 is eligible to promotion, one whose 
mark is below 70 is warned that improve- 
ment must be made. No action is taken 
in the case of teachers whose mark is be- 
tween 70 and 80. This latter group includes 
the majority of the teachers. Because one 
principal will mark all his teachprs on 2 
higher scale than another principal the dis- 
trict superintendents, who also have ob- 
served and reported on the work of the 
teachers, act as a board of equalization, 
and where one set of marks averages, say, 
5 per cent higher than another, will change 
the marks so that the scale shall be as near- 
ly as possible uniform throughout the city. 

The preservation of these marks serves 
the ‘useful purpose|of pointing out the teach- 
ers from whom principals and head as- 
sistants are to be chosen, and those whose 
continuance is a eine to the schools, 
In the ease of other professional people a 
principle of natutal selection is at work. 
A lawyer or doctor wil! not f@tain his clients 


petent, but a parent is not allowed any op- 
tion as to the teacher under whom he wishes 
his children to study. The child must go to 
school, and if the parent is dissatisfied and 
withdraws the child he is fined unless he 
goes to the expense of sending the child to 
a private school.

It would consume the time 
of the prineipal, the superintendent, and 
the board to explain in detail just why one 
teacher is slightly better than another. 
the superintendent and the principals are 
chosen with the thought that they are per- 
sons whose judgment, based upon long ex- 
perience, is to be relied upon. The teacher 
who is earnest in her work is not always 
fretting as to her place ina list of teachers 
according to their marks: No such list ex- 
ists. On the other hand, to abolish marking 
leaves the board without any basis for 
future action on which the welfare of the 
children depends, A good teacher is not 
afraid to have a record kept. A poor teacher 
ought to be placed on record.

George spent much of bis time in the com- 
pany of Alexander of Oldenburg, and of the 
latter’s wife, who bears the title of Countess 

ekau, and it was under their roof that 
he met a beautiful girl, a daughter of the 
princely Caucasian house of Nakachidzé, 
which has furnished some of the most re- 
markable and daring leaders to the revolu- 
tionary movement in Russia. 

George became infatuated with the young 
princess, and, in defiance of, the commands 
of his brother, and the entreaties of his 
mother, persisted in marrying her, although 
he was at the time czarowitch and next heir 
to the crown. Duke Constantine of Olden- 
burg and his wife, Countess Zarnekau, had 
furthered instead of hindered the match, the 
princess being a cousin of the countess, and 
the latter, together with Constantine, was 
present at the wedding. 

As George’e condition of health at the time 
was such as tb render it impossible for him 
to live at St. Petersburg, and as the doctors 
expressed the conviction that he could not 
live for many years, the emperor refrained 
from inflicting upon him those penalties of 
banishment and public deprivation of rank 
and. honors that fall to the share of mem- 
bers of the imperial house rendering, them- 
selves guilty of disobedience of this kind to 
the sovereign, as, for instance, the Grand 
Dukes Cyril, Paul, and Michael, all of whom 
have married in defiance of the emperor's 
wishes. But the two brothers became en- 
tirely estranged, and at the time of George's 
death the czar had not seen him or held 
any direct communication with him for more 
than three years, while the widewed em- 
press only saw this formerly favorite son 
of hers once during the entire period. 

— 

Princess Nakachidze presented Czarowitch 
George with three children, and as he had 
neglected to make provision either for them 
or for herself, his death left her without re- 
sources. -Duke Constantine thereupon ap- 
pealed in their behalf both to Nicholas II. 
and to the widowed empress, urging that the 
wife be recognized as a morganatic consort, 
and that the children receive titles and their 
future be assured. When his entreaties met 
with no response, he allowed his indignation 
to get the better of his discretion, and ex- 
pressed himself so freely about the court of 
St, Petersburg as still further to imbitter the 
czar and widowed empress against him. 

Nicholas took the ground that as the mar- 
riage never had received his consent, it did 
not in reality exist, and there could conse- 
quently be no Question of the legitimacy of 
the children, even as morganatic offspring. 

Of course, there were important political 
considerations which contributed’ to the 
ezar's adoption of this position. For the 
Caucasus is the most unruly portion of the 
Muscovite empire. Its people always are 
ready to rise on the slightest possible provo- 
cation, and, of course, had there been any 
recognition of the marriage of the czarowitch 
and of his ghildren, they would become a 
source of danger to Muscovite rule in the 
Caucasus They? would always have con- 
etituted a temptation to the tribes to take 
up arms for national independence under the 
rulership of a prince, born of a member of 
the house of Romanoff, and of a woman of 
one of the formerly sovereign families of the 


Caucasus. 
— 


At St. Petersburg Duke Constantine of 
Oldenburg was held responsible for all the 
matrimonial imbroglio of Czarowitch George, 
and also for the latter’s estrangement from 
his mother, brothers, and sisters during the 


many of his offices and dignities, was ordered 
to keep away from St. Petersburg, and, about 
four years ago, was summarily divested by 
an tmpertal decree of the control of his prop- 
erty, especially of his estates in the Cau- 
casus, and of the immense wine industry 
which he had built up there, the management

a trustee appointed by the emperor. 


This was a blow from which Constantine 


never entirely recovered. He died abroad in

son of Emperor Alexander II., and of Princess 
Catherine Dolgorouka. 

Inasmuch as there always has been more 
or less mystery about this matrimonial en- 
tanglement of the late Czarowitch George, 
and as few people outside Russia are aware 
that he left not only a widow but also sev- 
eral children, who may yet be called on to 
play an important role in Russia, the above 
explanation of the circumstances may prove 


of timely interest.

There is quite a little tension just at pres- 
ent between the courts of St. Petersburg and 
of the quirinal. in connection with the prince 
of Montenegro. It seems that in December 
last King Victor Emmanuel presented to 
the prince, who is his father-in-law, several 
batteries of machine mountain guns for the 
use of the Black mountain army. Both the 
ezar and his government took umbrage at 
this, and notified King Victor Emmanuel, as 
well as Prince Nicholas, that such gifts 
would not be viewed with favor by Russia, 
having regard to Montenegro‘s obligations 
toward the Muscovite ruler and empire. For 
at least twenty-five years Russia has been 
making great sacrifices in order to convert 


Montenegro into a sort of outpost of hers in 


the Balkans. The prince’s debts have been 
paid over and over again by the Russian 
crown, which has not only furnished him 
with the entire equipment and armament of 
bis military forces but even has provided 
him with a large annuity, by way of suppie- 
menting his extremely meager civil list. 
Every one of the many daughters of the 
prince has been brought up at the expense 
and under the direction of the widowed 
ezgarina, while each of the children of the 
prince has received a wedding gift of a 
million rubles from the privy purse of the 
czar on marriage. 
2 

It is only natural, under the circumstances, 
that the czar should view with dissatisfac- 
tion’ the possibility of the prince of Monte- 
negro transferring his allegiance to his son- 
in-law, King Victor Emmanuel, and of 
Montenegro bécoming an outpost of Italy 
instead of Russia, a center of Italian in- 
stead of Muscovite interests in the Balkans, 
where Italy now has considerable territorial 
aspiration, being bent on securing possession, 
sooner or later, of the Turkish province of 
Albania, lying just opposite to her own 
Shores of the Adriatic. In fact, Russia and 
Italy’s ambitious conflict in the Balkans, and 
the idea that Italian influences should now 
predominate at Cettin je, is exceedingly gall- 
ing to the czar, whose pretensions in the mat- 
ter, however, are strongly resente@ at the 
quirinal.

Commercial banks do not make a practice 
of paying interest on commercial accounts, 
though they do so op deposits of banks and 
indi al nonborrowers, the ruling rate 
being 2 per cent. Trust companies or state 
banks, on the other hand are accustomed to 
pay interest at the rate of 2 per cent on bal- 
ances averaging over $1,000. 

Discount depositors with commercial banks 
were generally satisfied not to receive interest 
on their deposits under the conditions which 
obtained prior to the institution of the sched- 
ulé of check collection charges on Jan. 1. 
Before that time their checks were collected 
without cost to them. 


Stirs Commercial Depositors. 


But now large commertial depositors find 
themselves giving the use of their money 
gratis to the banks, while the latter charge 
for check collections. This situation has led 
one national institution in particular to 
seek to get the business of other banks 
by paying and offering to pay 2 per 
cent on commercial accounts, In such 
circumstances the depositor with a non- 
interest paying bank is strongly tempted 
to go to the bank which will pay him interest, 
such payment being a setoff.to collectidn 
charges. In practice this appeal for the busi- 
ness of other banks has forced the latter to 
pay interest on accounts which previously 
ald not bear interest. To this extent the 
' profits of the banks are reduced through the 
increase in expenses, though increased by 
colleétion charges. 

Another natural result of the charges has 
been that accounts with commercial banks 
have been reduced and deposits incréased 
with the state banks and trust companies, 
which have always paid interest on balances. 


Takes Money from Chicago. | 

Another feature is that large industrial 
concerns have reduced their balances with 
Chicago banks, both commercial and state, 
and increased their balances at Pittsburg and 
Philadelphia, where charges for collection 
are not made. The experience of one tnsti- 
tution alone is that its balances with certain 
firms have been reduced a total of $500,000, 
It is easy to see that the total sum of diver- 
sion should run into several millions. 

An analysis of the working of the check 
collections shows that accounts which car- 
ried an unusual number of small 2 
drawn in different parts of the stor bolle 
sulted before charges were made for collec 
tion, In an actual loss to the banks.

When the transaction had been closed the 
customer mailed his check for $7,500 to the 
Chicago commission house, and the latter 
commission house deposited it. In due course 
the commission house learned that the charge 
for collecting that check was $7.60, or 8.87 
more than the house had received in commis- 
sions. This at once led to an arrangement 
between the commission house and the tank.

Local Money Growing Easy.
